DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 and 16-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References 
such as McElroy et al. (US Pat. 868), Hapka (US Pat. 5,619,412), Conley et al. (US 
Pat.411), Ligoci, Sr. et al. (US Pat. 246 B1), which disclose vehicle systems including a 
means for monitoring the vehicle engine and interrupting the throttle by transmitting a 
remote signal to a computer system located on the vehicle. 

However, none of the prior art of record disclose in their entirety or in 
combination the claimed vehicle disable system including an onboard computer means 
for acting on a shutdown command from a remote control center, and a means for 
interrupting a throttle command signal generated by a throttle position sensor. This 
claimed limitation providing the onboard computer to only receive a voltage reference 
signal, which causes the engine to "think" that the driver is not depressing the 
accelerator pedal, thus placing the engine in an idle condition.
